! 5 , Given the CIA' s position, disclosure of the true idsntjty of the pbimtllfs is 
prohibited by law, Ss^ 30 U.S.C. § 403 &t ssq. To release fh^ true identity and addresses 
ofjthe plaintiffs may also jeopardise the plairitiils' physical well-being given the work 
tSi^t they perfoaiaed and thdf abiliiy to secure feture emplojment m HgMy sensitive 
positions, as well as possibly cauas iiann to the national seciirity interests of tHe Uaitsd 
States. For example, disclosntf: of their nam^s may subject the pkintiffs to uninvited 
costEcts Sroni the public and foreign intfeJllgiKice s^^ces concerning ihtk positions md 
i^Mmi$Jit CIA. Thus, tihe plaintiff should hs pemtitted to use the dssigr®tic»ns of 
HHHH ^^^ iPlllliil b this litigation..
